Claims 1-5 are pending. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-5 are allowed. The following is an examiner's statement of 
reasons for allowance: The prior art teaches various methods of executing 
functions within a disk drive (such functions including encryption, compression, 
and the like) as well as installing files using access keys from a key server. What 
the prior art fails to teach is a mailbox file executable/executed under control of 
the disk drive in response to a command from a host referencing the host 
interface addressable location of the mailbox file.
